The following account of a fire is from tho Japan Herald :— 
A fire broke out in the kitchen of Messrs. Glover and Co.'s, 
Hong, situate immediately at the back and within 10 feet of 
the dwelling-house, which is built entirely of wood. The 
kitchen, with the suite of servants’ rooms, &c., were fortu- 
natcly built strongly of stone with a good tile roof, consequently, 
the fire being quickly discovered, and several engines on the 
spot within a few minutes, the supply of water from the sea 
being also at hand and of course uulimited, and plenty of 
willing hands to work the engines, the fire was extinguished in 
the course of half-an-hour, without even so much as scorching 
the dwel:inz-house, The smoko being perceptible to the ships, 
almost every man-of war, English aud French, sent a boat’s 
crew ashore to assist—and very valuable aid they rendered. 
Mr. Freeman, the captain of the fire brigade, was there early, 
and most energetic in the disposition of his force. A great 
mavy of the leading members of our community were quickly 
on the spot, and many worked with a vigour and skill unsur- 
passable ; happily their efforts were thoroughly and very 
speedily crowned with success. Towards the close, and when 
all the engines had ceased working, a few Japanese officials 
made their appearance, but there was nothing further to do, 
only, had they been early they might have seen the advantage 
of good stone walls and powerful fire engines. 

After the work was doue Mr, Kingdon kindly direoted a cask 
of bottled beer to be placed on the bund, that all who had 
laboured so well might refresh themselves, a boon that was taken 
advantage of by many. It is a subject for congratulation to 
Messrs, Harrison and Kingdon, who occupy the house to- 
gether, that tte damage was entirely confined to the building it 
broke out in. ‘Tine origin of the fire is supposed to have been 
the overheating of the iron chimney flue, and the rafters of the 
roof igniting tuerefrom. We believe that the building was in- 
sured, so thit inconvenience alone will be experienced. 

The same journal also notiecs the sudden death of Mr, 
Schroy follows -—

able grasp a member from our midst. Suddenly, and almost 
in a moment, in a full meeting of landrenters, and after having

Yokohama was visited on the 9th August by one of the 
severest gales that it has experienced within the ken of foreign 
residents, The weather had been unsettled, with squalls of 
wind and rain during the preceding twenty-four hours, and at 
half-past 12 aw. the gusts became more frequent and more 
heavy, the showers of rain poured down in a perfect deluge, 
and at length, about 3 a.m, tho full strength of the storm dis. 
played itself, continuing at its height until about 5. It 
then began to moderate, and by 9 o'clock had left the 
atmosphere puro and limpid, the sun shining brightly, and 
all nature looking as if such a terrible contention of its clementg 
were impossible, But it left a trace behind in the evidences 
of its power in every portion of the town. Hardly a wooden 
tenement, or any building, shed, or fence that could feel its 
influence is left scathcless, whilst the bund which the day 
before was so largely uscd by promenadcrs, is now almost a 
wreck. From the French Hospital to the Old Hatoba, the 
whole of the coping stones are displaced, some thrown more 
than half way across the road. ‘Tho sea at high water was 
actually over the bund, and washed the roadway in such a manner 
that scarcely any of it remains fit for its ordinary uses. At low 
water, the tide wasashigh as aa ordinary full tide—the waves still 
breaking over the sca wall, Both Hatobos are much injured. 
The boats that broke adrift and came to grief are numberless, 
most of them being cast on the Kanagawa coust. Several ships 
dragged their anchors—the Norfolk and steamer Jinkve amongst 
the rest. The Swamp is as extraordinary asight as any. The 
embankment, raised, asa preliminary, round the portion to be 
filled in, and which is three feet higher than the old 
Swamp concession, kept in the water, ond it looked like 
a little sea, Some alarm was momentarily felt, through a por- 
tion of the new embankment giving way just at the back of 
Ottamatchi ; but a number of covlics were speedily on the spot 
with bags of earth, and under the superintendence of several 
men in authority quickly removed any cause of ansicty. In 
the canal the boats on the davits and hauled taut to the blocks 
were actually floating in their slings, so high was the water, 
The damage done in the native town was very considerable, 
some houses being upset. The worst however, is that 
done to tho bund; and, unfortunately, the expense of its 
repair falls upon the municipality, Here is one of those 









earthquakes and typhoous, and that demoustrate how ridieu- 
lously small is the 20 per cent. that the Japauese have given 
up to the municipality.

‘This ordinance was in every particular the same that 
was circulated by Consuls, or, at any rate, some of the Consuls, the year 
previous; we all remember the lamentable reaul:s of neglec:ing to cir= 
culate in time an oriler to protect the citizens trom rabid doxs, “Having 
adopted the orders circulated by the Consuls without any material altera~ 
tion, we conceived that the Consular Board would not hesitae to 
give it full effect; we were doomed to disappointment, for it inet 
mith the most determined oppesition, not by the public (for 
they commenced by obeying the ord 0), but by some of the 
Consuls; this was soon known by the public, aud it beeame a dead letter 
—in fact, it was suggested that any one killing a dog under the ordinance 
would be liable for damages. Rather than have our ordinance disre~ 
garded, we made a new ordinance which, as we supposed, would meet the

“Council, who thereupon passed the resolution to call ths meeting of 


Jand-repters with a view to consult with them as to the course that it is ne 
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essary to purse under the existing circumstances. Much will depend 
upon a moderate but firm action in this meeving ; whilst we are milling to 
accord to Consuls all due respect, we cannot consent to be made mere in- 
Biruments to carry out their peculiar views at the capense of self-respecand 
all independence. 

The Municipal Council has done much for the improvement and the 
government of the setrlement, and would have accomplished much more 
if they had met with some encouragement from the Consuls. I have 
reason to know that their excellencies the Erglish and French Mi- 
nisters are desirous that the municipality shall be a success. It re- 
quires but a moderate concession on the part of the Consuls to make it 
auch. 

‘Me. Macpherson moved that the charter signed by the Con- 
suls be read to the meeting. 

‘The Secretary read the charter. 

Mr. Schoyer then rose and said :—“ The Municipality had full 
knowledze that their powers must be limted, and with what 
difficulties they had to contend, but could they be assured of 
the co-operation of the Consuls, what might uot be realised 7 
Instead of being met in an open and friendly manner, and 
argued with, they were treated without any respect, like so 
many children. He was well aware there were certain difficulties 
which the Consuls could not get over, neither were they asked 
to grant full powers to the Council, beeause they could not, and 
the only way to achieve a successful Mun‘cipality was that 
sugyested by Her Britannic Majesty's Act:ne Consul, viz, for 
each Coasul to obtain a charter from his Government. But 
mutual concessions might be made—a res} ectful recognition of 
their authority, aud a due return of courtesy, and something 
better than a total disregard of their ordinances. For instance 
‘the Dog ordinance’ was simply a renewal of one issued’ 
by nearly all of the Consuls last year (after a very dis- 
tressing case had occurred), which had been acted upon ; 
but now, when passed by a large majority in the 

Council, it was mutilated and published without any no- 
tice to them whatever, He particularly wished it to be 
understood that he did not refer to ail the Consuls, for he 
knew that some7were anxious to see the Council succeed, The 
© Dog ordinance? was the turning point ; it had been passed 
and published, obeyed and disobeyed, through Consular action. 
Tie Municipaiity cannot force Consuls, but the latter might at 
least have accorded to it the trifling concession required for 
that ordinance. The Council has not passed one ordinance 
stating any fines without leaving them to the Consuls to be 
fixed and imposed according to the laws of their respective 
countries. He (Mr. Schoyer) had consulted Consuls before 
sub.aitting them to the Council, aud altered them to suit their 
views. He woull propose ‘that a committee be appointed to 
wait upon the Consuls, and report the result to the laud- 
renters.” By such line of action, supported by the body of 
land-renters, the Council would have more force.” 

Mr, Macpherson thought that if the laud-renters wished the 
Council to consiler they should pass a vote of confidence, 
They had already placed every confidence in them, aud there 
could be no use in the Inad-renters meeting again. 

The Chairman ipquired if the “ Dog ordinance” 
- only one then under discussion 1 

Mr. Schoyer replied it was not. Several ordinances had 
been passed ; in one, a portion had been struck out, aud another 
had been returned by the Consuls, 

Mr. Kingdon said that, with reference to the ordinance 
returned, a memorandum had been written stating that Consuls 
had vo power over Japanese, but that they would use their 
best influence with the Japanese local auti.crities. 

Mr. Schoyer would inquire—if they have no power to con- 
duct the affairs of the Settlement, what is their position? He 
denied in tofo that they have no power. ‘they had  fuil 
powers over every indecent act, although uo power to punish, 
“ But,” he added, warmly, “ we will remove them, Sir, and 
take the responsibility. “If Japanese are found obscene, or 
endangering the lives of others, the municipal police shall 
arrest and t: thera to the Consuls, or, if they prefer it,

Mr. Schoyer resumed his seat, and Mr. Kingdon rose i 
reply, when the meeting was startled by Mr. Schoyer apparently 
fainting. Great excitement naturally arose, Dr. Hepburn im- 
mediately preseuting himself to give the benefit of his medical 
skill, and all very eager to do what they could—but it was of 
no avail. In afew minutes it was too apparent that Mr.Schoyer 
was dead. 

NAGASAKI, 

The Nagasaki correspondent of the North China Herald, 
writing under date of the 10th August, informs us that rice is 
daily becoming dearer at that port in consequence of the failure 
of the crops. The price has, in fact, doubled during the past 
six wecks, The bay is fall of vessels, but trade is at a perfect 
standstill, One Robert Highat, who wasa well known Con- 
federate agent during the continuance of the war, and who lost 
his whole fortune in fitting up Confederate cruisers, lately 
visited Nagasagi, and while there committed suicide by drown- 
ing himself. An inquest has been held on his body, but wo 
have not yet received the minutes. 

The foreign residents, who seem to be the most good-hu- 
moured and fun-loving people in the Far East, gaily and gladly 
seized on the Fete Napoleon asa capital excuse for a day's 
jollification, and an equally capital opportunity of showing the 
cordiality which exists between the French aud the other mem- 
bers of the community. We dare say the Emperor ould 
scarcely believe that in a stall, out of the way spot like Naga- 
saki, placed on the very confines of civilisation, so much could 
have been done in his honour. At 8am. HMS. Larrosa, 
Osprey, and Buscard dressed ship, and their example was quickly 
followed by almost every other steamer and sailing vessel in 
the harbour. At 11 a.M.a Ze Deum was sung in the Catholic 
Chapel, which was atlended by the Consular body and the 
officers of the Royal Navy. After the religious ceremony a 
luge number of cfficialsand others were entertained at breskfast 
by M. Drury, Consul for France, and at noon the Burrosa fired 
a Royal salute, which was taken up by Messrs. Glover and Co.'s 
battery, and the French and English merchant-ships. 

In the afternoon games were got up for the delectation of 
the natives, A greased pole surmounted by a package of new 
clothing was provided, and the attempts of the Japanese to 
seize the coveted prize produced, as was expected, rnuch amuse- 
ment. They had never before seen anything of the kind, aud 
in consequence many were the falls and downward slides. unti 
one, more fortunate or more active than his fellows, contrived 
to reach the top and carry off the bundle. M. Drury give a 
ball in the evening at which no less than fourteen ladics were 
present. It passed off with much animation, and dancing was 
kept up until a lato hour, Before the dancing commenced 
there was a grand disply of Chinese fire works and trans-

CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 

The London mail of 10th July arrived ows on the 26th 
August.

We regret to observe the following votification, which looks 
like a severe biow to the employment of foreign tonnage by 
Chinese ; not, however, we believe that it will have the work- 
ing it is ‘intended, the “tremble and’ obey” being now quite 
common to Chinese merchants, as a matter of form oniy, 

Not having received a copy of the report of the Inspector 
of Custums, we subjoin the account which appeared in the 
Recorder :— 

The report upon the trado of Hankow for the year 164, 
by Mr. A. Macpherson, which is published, togetuer .wi:b 
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= 
those upon the trade of Shanghai and the other treaty ports, 
dy order of the Inspector General of Customs, will doubtless 
be perused with the greatest interest. Tho future progress 
and prosperity of Shanghai must be intimately connected with 
the development of the trado at Hankow. In addition to this, 
the business conducted at Hankow is of a nature which pe- 
culiarly calls for attention. It is here that, even more than 
at the coast ports, the effucts of competition between foreigners 
and uatives can bo observed, and where practical experience 
has put to flight many high-sounding theories respecting the 
advantages of the opening of new ports and the extension 
of trade, As is well observed by Mr, Macpherson, 
“the beneficial effects of ning fresh — ports will 
always be more apparent in increasing the demand for imports 
than in reducing the price of exports.” But in the trade with 
the smaller ports to which few shipments of imports come 
direct from home, the natives can always compete upon the 
most favourable terms with the foreigner, as they have not 
the same expensive establishments to maintain. A recogni- 
tion of this fact has made foreigners of late 1aore inclined to 
sell their goods upon the market in Shanghai than transship 
them to the out-ports ; and many houses have found it im- 
possible to maintain their establishments at those places. It 
thus appears that the advantages of being able to trade in the 
interior, upou which so much stress has been laid, would be 
very questionable. The goods sent by smaller craft, or 
steamers, from the large emporiums to which they are im- 
ported direct from home, would uot be likely to be more 
profitable to foreign merchants in the interior than at the 
places of importation ; and, as regards exports, the fact is in- 
controvertible that the farther foreigners have gone up the 
country to purchase the higher have been the prices they have 
had to pay. Upon the question of opening new ports we think 
that great misconception has generally existed, The removal 
-of restrictions upon foreign trade at new ports has naturally 
increased the consumption of imports, but competition has, 
after a short time, invariably brought profits down to their ordi- 
nary level ; and although merchants may at the onset have made 
large gains, it has soon become apparent that the rates were 
only temporarily enhanced. It is to be regretted that the out- 
Dreak of the American war makes it a matter of difficulty to 
ascertain with accuracy what is the probable quantity of cotton 
goods which could be taken by the new treaty ports at average 
rates ; but that Tientsin and Hankow were altogether over- 
‘stocked shortly after they were opened, there can be little 
-doubt. 

The truth seems to be that the extension of trading facili- 
ties results rather to the benefit of the producers and consumers 
on either side than to the middlemen, namely, the merchante, 
In England, the cotton manufacturers and tea-drinkers ; in 
China, the wearers of cotton goods and growers of tea ; but not 
mecesarily the merchants who import and export those articles, 
are the people mainly benefited. The haste and competition 
‘on the part of foreigners in buying produco is noticed by Mr. 
Macpherson, who sums up his review of the trade of Hankow in 
the following words :— 

‘The two past yas will hardly be regarded as bright ones in the com- 
‘mercial annals of the port. Miscellancous articles of produce are prin- 
ipally Chinese owned, and tea has resulted in enormous losses, whilst 
‘the high prices, existing stocks, and disturbed state of the neighbouring 
districts, prevented any compensatory development of the import trade. 
Moreover, formidable opponents have arisen in the persons of Chinese,

FICATION. 

Liu, Imperial Commissiuner and Acting Governor of the 
geovince of Kiangsu, issues a proclamation :— 

The employment by Fukien aud Canton, merchants, of

(foreign) sailing vessels to carry cargoes of oil and bean-cake, 
has thrown the (native) sea-going craft out of employment, and 
caused daily increasing misory and distress (amongst the junk 
owners). In consequenceof thisthe number of junks available 
will not be sufficient to convey next year’s tribute (to Peking), 
and difficulties will inevitably arise, Iam for this reason 
compelled to take the matter up. Ihave been informed that 
amongst those Fukien and Canton merchants, who employ 
(foreign) sailing vessels, the following houses are the most noto- 
rious, Te-sheng, Kuote-ve, Feng-hsing and Li-shui-chi. I now, by 
this proclamation, inform the heads of the Kuo-te-ye, and Li- 
shui-chi hongs, as well as all others whom it may concern, 
that they must for the future recollect that nothing is saved 
pecaniarily by the employment of foreign vessels, and that, 
therefore, they are to charter Chinese junks to the exclusion 
of all foreign ships. This course will be of great advantage 
(to the nation), by enabling the tribute to be carried next year. 
Moreover, a mere life adherence to this order will avail no- 
thing towards aiding the important measure of founding the 
tribute. Should any disregard this regulation the full penalties 
will be enforce. Let all obey. 

An official confirmation of the death of Burgevine has now 
been received by the Chinese authorities at this port. It ap- 
pears that the Magistrate of Lan-ke-heen has reported through 
the Foutae of Chekiang to H. E. the Imperial Commissioner Le 
that a boat from Fubkien, having on board Burgevine and 
Green (?), with an officer in charge, by name Ho-kwang-ae and 
ten soldiers, passed through his district; he increased 
the escort by the addition of some soldiers and official 
servants. On the 26th June, the boat arrived at a place 
called Hway tin tan, where the mountain torrents suddenly 
overflowed, and the winds and waters raged violently, The 
men were unable to bear up against them, and in a moment 
the boat was overturned, and the officer, the ten men, Burge+ 
vine and Green, thirteen in all, were drowned. Measures were 
taken to recover the bodies; an inquest was held, and they 
were placed in coffins and deposited in a T'ing fang [a tem- 
porary burial place above ground]. 

The British boat Despatch was lost in the Yang-tse, the 
wreck was sold for 27 tacls, by Mr. P. Maclean. The steamer 
Woosung, sold by Mr, T, R. Wheelock, realised 10,050 tails. 

With reference to the inquiry into the loss of the steamer 
Woke, held at Hor Britannic Majesty’s Consulate at Shanghai, 
Sept. 1, the finding of the court was that the steamer struck on 
a ledge of rocks not marked in the latest charts; but in run- 
ning through 9 narrow channel without having the lead going, 
nor a special look-out kept, showed want of precaution on the 
part of Captain Orkney. At the same time, in justice to the 
captain, the court expressed its sense of the ability displayed 
by him and the chiefengineer after the vessel struck. Tho 
court had much pleasure in returning Captain Orkney’s certi- 
ficate, 

The Nien-fei, who have been, as we stated a few mails ago, 
driven out of the Shantung province, are now in possession of 
Hu-seang, Che-ch’eng and Mamuche, threé cities in the pre- 
fecture of Kuei-te, province of Honan. A Shantung man who 
arrived on the 24th ult. in Shanghai brought the important in- 
telligeace that the kingdom of I-li has been wrested from the 
hands of the Emperor of China by a son of the onco 
celebrated Chang Kai-ur. Chang Kai-ur was a notorious 
Mahomedan leader, and was beheaded in the second year of Tao 
Kuang. 1-li lies to the north and north-west of Thibet, from 
which it is separated by the Koulkun mountains. Its southern 
half is more familiarly known as Eastern Turkestan and Yark- 
and, and it contains the important district of Khotev. It has 
long been employed by the Tartar sovereigns as a place of 
bavishment for political offenders. Its area is estimated ab 
265,000 square miles, or about four and a half times that of 
England and Wales. 

The well-known steamer Fire Dart, which has for so long 
traled on the Shanghai and Ningpo line, has been sold for the 
sum of $65,000. She will for the future run between Hong 
Kong and Macao, 

The following is from the Recorder :— 

Tne question whether, according to the Treaty of Tieutsin, 
British subjects are entitled to build and open houses in the 
interior has been brought before jthe notice of the public at the 
recent meeting of the Shaughai Chamber of Commerce. Mr, 
Dent, the Chairman, while admitting that the despatch re- 
ceived from the Home Government formed a reply to the argue 
ments adduced by the Chamber, considers that an error was 
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committed by that body in omitting to call attention to Art. 
IX. which he thought conclusively established their view of the 
Bubject. 

Much as we are desirous to see the rights of British mer- 
chants strenuously upheld by their representatives in the 
Chamber of Commerce, and while admitting that great credit 
is due to Mr, Dent for the energetic manner in which ho had 
brought this matter forward, we cannot, upon due considera- 
tion of the circumstances of the case, conclude that the correct 
reading of the Treaty will admit of the constructions which he 
has put upon it. Mr, Dent states that, “unless it were per- 
mitted to open hongs this Article (IX) would become a dead 
letter, for traders or rather pedlars in the interior would be 
reduced to hawking about their goods, or allowing them to 
remain in boats exposed to the elements. This argument cer- 
tainiy appears to have some weight, but we think tit the ex 
pression “ purposes of trade,” assumed to have a meauing 
which does not necessarily belong to it. 

Whether such a privilege would be to the advantage of 
merchants themselves, we are much disposed to think that the 
Denefits to be derived from this species of trade would be found 
to be very doubtful. The competition with the native, who 
without expensive establishments to maintain could conduct 
his trade upon much more favourable terms than the foreigner, 
would tend to bring profits on imports down to a mini- 
mum; while we would have to pay. as has always proved to be 
the case, moro highly for exports, as we proceeded further into 
the interior. 

















Foo-chow. 

Considerable dissatisfaction has been expressed at the British 
Consul for committing a pilot, named Robinson, to prison for 
one month under the following circumstances :—In consequence 
of the number of losses it was proposed to form a Board 
of Superintendence for Pilots. Mr. Robinson, an old 
hand of some twelve years’ was notificd by Mr. Wild to 
appear in Foochow, with a view to join the board, which, it 
appears, he refused to do. Mr. Robinson tore the notification 
into two or three pieces, and his next notice was a warrant, 
issued by the British Consul for his arrest; but he, in a 
manly manner, appeared at the Consulate, where he was ar- 
rested by a constable, lodged in a small, _ill-veutilated 
prison, bail re‘us.d for him, pens, ink, aud paper den‘el him 
for communications with his friends but through iron gratings. 
He was tried and sentenced to one calendar wouth in Victoria 
gaol, his certificate taken from him for twelve months for con- 
tempt of court, or for tearing the said letter which was without 
Consul’s siguature or seal. 


HONG KONG. 

The following notice has been ‘published by the China 
Mail :—It having recently transpired at a Magistrate's Court 
in Hong Kong that Chinese coolies, entrusted by their em. 
ployers with the conveyance of correspondence to the Post- 
office, have been guilty of cutting off the postage stumps, and 
suppressing the letters, it is necessary that people at home 
should be advised of the fact, as they migitt otherwise be sur- 
prised at the non-receipt of their regular correspondence. The 
most stringent measures are being adopted to check the evil, 
and it is likely that delinquents hercafter detected in such a 
very grave misdemeanor will be most severely dealt with. 

We observe that the six French ships have been chartered 
to convey cvolies to Havanna, at £12 to £14 per man, We 
also see the Spray of the Ocean (British) is chartered to convey 
coolies at £7 to ‘Lahiti to work at colle aud cotton planta- 
tions.

SIAM. 
BANGKO! 

The following account of the unwarrantable conduct of the 
French Consul, or Eavoy, is from the Sirwits Times, The re- 
marks in another columm on Siataese afairs were, of course, 
penned before the delivery of the mail this morning :— 

“We have just heard of another escapade of the French 
Consul at Bangkok, Siam. Tt appears that a Catholic priest 
was pleading in ono of tle local courts of Siam, presided over 
by a Siamese judge, and had some words with a Siamese 
Catholic nobleman present, ending in mutual reerimination, 
when a scene ensued which ended in both being peremptorily 
ordered out of court. Deeming himself gravely insulted by 
the Siamese nobleman, the priest repaired to the French Consul, 
who so warmly espoused his cause that he despatched an agent 
to the Court of the First King, demanding an ample apology 
for the asserted insult, aud requiring the instant dismissal of 
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the Siamese nobleman who had given it from the position 
which he held over the native Christians, So importunate was 
this agent to deliver his despatch that he forced himself into the 
Royal presence at 2 a.a. The King, deservedly annoyed at so un- 
timely an interruption upon so trivial an occasion, reprimanded 
the messenger, and told him that the subject could not be con- 
sidered till the following day. The messenger, however, who 
apparently shared the impetuosity of hig master, demanded an 
instant reply, and had ultimately to be forced out of the palace. 
From the palace the messenger returned to his Consul and told 
the story of his expulsion, when that functionary wrote direct 
to the King that the friendship between France and Siam had 
been vivlated—that he should leave, be in Paris in six weeks, 
and there lay the matter before the Emperor. The good old 
King, thinking that there must surely be some misunderstand- 
ing in all this, despatched his own cousin, the Chief Judge of 
the Royal Court, to the French Consulate to receive and give 
an explanation, The Consul, it seems, however, had worked 
himself beyond all explanation; and when the Royal Judge 
arrived the Consul refused to listen to him, and seized him by 
the hair of his head, ejected him from the Consulate, avd 
threw his betel box after him. M. Aubaret, the Consul referred 





to, has since left Siam, and we trust sincerely that on his arrival ! 


at Paris the Emperor will take another way of vindicating the 
dignity of his foreign embassies than that which M. Aubaret 
from his letter to the King of Siam appears to expect.

James M. Hood, Esq., U.S. Consul, with Mrs. Hood, arrived 
in the steamer Chow Phya on the 9th Sept. The customary 
calls on the Siamese officials and the Consuls of the Treaty 
Powers were made on Monday, and he assumed the duties of 
his position on the 13th. Mr. Hood has received a most 
cordial welcome from all sources, aud especially so from 
American citizens. 

The iron steamer Maggie Lauder was succeessfully docked 
in the new dry dock belonging to the Bangkok Dock Com- 
pany last week. 

The subject of abolishing the soft worthless lead coin, and 
substituting a hard and valuable metal as copper, bronze or 
nikol, has engaged the attention of the Royal Mint authorities 
for some time. We hear that the Mint is to be enlarged. One 
part is to be devoted to coining gold and silver, and the other 
to copper, bronze or nikol coin, as may finally be decided. The 
general fecling appears to be in favour of bronze, rather than 
anything else. How soon the people will be furnished with 
the proposed new coin it is difficult to say. It is proposed to 
issue several varieties, representing one-sixteeuth, 4,4 and 4 
of a fuang, aud will be called solots, ats, pi, and song pi. 





JAVA, 

The Java Bode of the 26th August has the following article 
on the expedition alluded to in our last :—“ Contrary to what 
we informed our readers of (under reserve) in our last number, 
the troops destined for the expedition to Assahan are not yet 
gone. The unwilling population can now, before the expedition 
is there, be informed of our design by their friends at Singa. 
pore (for which the French mail, which left for Singapore this 
morning, offered an excellent opportunity), and, moreover, can 
prepare themselves to give usa good reception. It appears 
that we Duzchmen caunot make up our mind to expedite 
expeditions.” 

‘The same paper, on the 20th, gives us some further parti- 
culars :—‘ Ihe troops for the expedition to Assahan, under 
command of Major Van Heems Kerr, were embarked this morn- 
ing in tweive tungkangs, which were at once towed to the roads 





by the tug steamer Zyitarum, from whence the troops will be 
transferred to the war steamers Amsterdam, Djambi, and Sin- 
doro, designed for this purpose. The troops are accompanied. 
by their owo band, and the colours of the 12th battalion.” 

From some articles in the Oost Post of 22nd and 26th Au- 
gust, it appears “ that the unwillingness of the Sultan of Assa- 
han is not the only reason of complaint the Datch Government. 
has; but that Assahan people have hoisted the English flag, 
and attacked a Kruis boat, which, however, by the intrepidity 
of the controleur, has held its ground.” 

The Straits Times says :—The expedition has passed 
through the Straits on the way to the scene of action. No 
less than six steamers were signalled at the flagstaff, as coming 
in from tie eastward, there were not apparently symbols 
enough to indicate the full number, but a telegraph signal to 
that effect was flown ; these steamers constituted the expedi- 
tion, We shall await with no small interest the result of this. 
demonstration,” 


MALACCA STRAITS, 
SINGAPORE. 

The London mail of 10th August arrived out on the 12th 
September by the Peninsular and Oriental steamer Baroda, 
which vessel towed up from Penang the Company's steamer 
Ottawa in a disabled state, as reported in our last issue. The 
mails, passengers, &., of 20th-26th July, per Oltaa, for- 
China, &, were conveyed on by the Baroda. The French 
mail of 17th August was hourly expected. The dates are: 
down to the 20th Sept. The Straits Times says 

“In local matters we have not much to report, The ap- 
pearance of the town is rapidly improving from the addition of" 
new and handsome buildings, and the municipal commissioners.

P. 1. is the abbreviation of per interim, and till this day the aceom- 
plishment of its signification is expected with some terror. 

P. L. is the thin thread to which is suspended the sword of Damocles, 

But now, a new perspective is opened, if, as we may believe, the 
following report has some consistence. A rumour wascirculated in Paris 
at the departure of the last mail that the Vice- Admiral Bouet Vailaumez 
being elevated to the rank of Senator, Rear-Admiral de la Grandiere 
will have the command in the Mediterranean sea of the same fleet, and 
therefore will be promoted to the grade of Vice-Admiral. 

‘Then there is some ground to believe that Rear-Admiral Roze will 
for two years assume the heavy charge of managing a French colony. 
The game is interesting ; for the beginning seems to give some induce- 
ment that he will be more successful than his predecessors.— Yours, &¢. 

Singapore, 16th September, 1865. Ficago. 

A meeting of the Chamber of Commerce was called toge- 
ther shortly after the departure of the last mail, with a view 
to raise some fresh agitation on the subject of the transfer of 
the settlement to the Crown. Nothing, however was done, es 
it was conceded that the question was a public one—not a. 
mercantile one—affecting the entire mercantile community 
equally with the merchants. Nor was it afterwards thought. 
expedient to have any general meeting of the residents on the 
subject ; and as the measure is believed to be in point of fact. 
accomplished—awaiting only the formal sanction of Psrliament 
—any fresh agitation now would probably be useless. As wa 
have repeatedly brought before the notice of our readers at. 
home, the early accomplishment of the transtr of the settle~ 


ment to the Crown has become more thax expedient mercly 
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‘we ere now, and have been for the last three years, entirely 
excluded from Indian fozislation, in anticipation of the coming 
ahange, and, consequently, suffer all the evil eousequences of 
neglect. The sooner in the next session, therefore, the Bill to 
effict this end is iutroduced the better. 

The Datch continue to push their way on the West Coast 
of Sumatra with their charucteristio persistency, It will be re- 
membered that in ono of our recent numbers we reported that at 
Assahan the native Rajuh had declined to have any intercourse 
with an expedition which was despatched from Rhio to amend 
political relations between the Dutch and himself, and that he 
indicated his disinclination in a somewhat vigorous manner, 
firing upon the expedition whenever they attempted a landing ; 
80 successful was he, too, that he carried his point, and drove 
the Dutch for the time out of bis waters. Though we caunot 
but admire such a gallant resistanee as this by a native Prince 
in what he believes to be the legitimate defence of his native 
country against’ invidious attack, we must at the same time 
pity it, ax against a European opponent it must in all cases be 
upavailing, and only hasten the brave man’s ruin, The Dutch 
wore not likely to rest quietly, or to rest long under such a 
repulse. Immediate measures were taken at Batavia to equip 
@ fleet and a force to chastise the Rajah’s conturmacy ; and this 
pased Singapore on its way to Assahan on the 9th inst. It 
consisted of six war steamers and about 600 European soldiers, 
besides the ships’ crews and marines. We have not yet had 
any reports as to the operations of this formidable expedition ; 
but we can have very little doubt of the ultimate result of 
this difference, namely, a large accession to Dutch territory on 
the West Coast of Sumatra. 

Notice bas been given that a farther hearing in the matter 
of the ingolvancy of Mosars. D’ Almeida and Sens would be heard 
on the 28th February, when a dividend would be declared. 

It is reported that gold has been discovered in the hill from 
which the Tanjong Paggar Dock Compavy are making their 
excavations.

Artillery (Bombay), are ordered for duty at Singapore. 

We (Free Press) understand that au arrangement bas been 
come to between the firm of Mesars. B. H. Cama and Co. and 
their creditors here which will temporarily, at all events, relieve 
the estate from tho expenses of litigation which it has lately 
incurred to some entent. The claims of Messrs. Oxford and 
Co., of the Bavk of India, of the Oriental Bank, and of the 
Bank of Hindustan, amounting in all tolabout $160,000, became 
preferential because the proceedings fur their recovery, 
having been early initiated, had renched @ point which 

laced them beyond the reach of the assignment made 
in Bombay for the gencral benefit of the creditors. These 
are to be paid in full out of the money paid into the Supreme 
Court of this colony, as proceeds of the estate, All other claims 
have to await the settlement of the legal question as to the 
validity in this colony of the decd of assignment made in 
Bombay. Meanwhile none of the household property nor 
other effects are to be sold at auction ; firstly, because in 
these hard times a saerifice would be involved in such a mode 
of realisation ; and secondly, because there are tangible hopes 
entertained of the estate clearing itself by the liquidation in 
full of all claims upon it. The state of the law here is most 
iuapracticable ; the litigation in Hong Kong in relation to this 
estate is a positive disgrace to British jurisprudence, Our 
ordinances may be good in theory, but they will not stand the 
strain of practice,

CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—The amount of the seeson’s export will entirely depend on the 
extent of the supply, unless the banks should see occasion to curtail the 
facilities they now afford, The Black Teas, both this season and last, 

ped off as speedily as they could be secured, and 
as this season's export displays a deficiency when compared with last, it 
may be inferred, as comparative stocks are also smaller, that this year's 
yiel tun short of that of last year. At Foochow the rates for Black 
Teas senribly advanced, whilst at the other ports they bave not 
yielded even to the deterioration of assortment consequent on the seasen 
advancing, The usual supply of Green Teas will not be sent to Kiukiang 
this year—about half will go there; the remainder are being sent to 
Ningpo and Shanghai. Some settlements of new Greens have taken 
place at the latter port at high rates. 

Canton.—During the fortnight a steady business bas been transacted, 
and the most noticeable feature has been the anxiety evinced by teamen 
to place their Scented Teas, expecially Capers; their stock being large

Masters of third crop tea have arrived; the quality is wretched, Setcle- 
ments during the fortnight consist of 30 chops as follows :—15 chops 
second crops Oopack at tls. 26 to $2; 9 chops firt and second crop 
Ningchow, at tls, 28.5 to 33.5; 4 chops. first and second crop Oonahms, 
at tls.

Foocuow. - No mail in, and the latest date is 31st Aug. Supplies have 
been larger than expected, but the demand has more than kept pace with 
them. In Congous large settlements have been made for shipment to Lon- 
don, the Continent of Europe, and for the Australian colonies ; the better 
Ainds have advanced fully two taeis, and the commoner grades about one 
tael. In Souchongs.a good business has been transacted, both for London 
and New York, at an advance of 2 to 24 tls, Flowery Pekoes have been 
taken at the last high quotations. Ovlongs have only been moderately 
deal and have not partaken in the advance, Scented Teas have been 
taken to a fair extent, and tend up somewhat.

Haxkow.—Settlements reached 42 chops, mostly speculative purchases 
for re-sale in Shanghai, and at first buyers had paid again a slight advance 
for medium to fine teas, Latterly, however, the receipt of home advices 
of 26th June had checked the ardour of purchasers; lower rates had 
been paid for common teas, and the news of the weakness of this market 
Would probably, when known, cause afarther decline. The falling off in 
supplies this year is still observable, but it is donbiful whether the high 
prices already paid may not lead the teamen to make up this deficiency in 
the third crop. Arrivals had been delayed by unfavourable weather, but 
the stock on the market had risen to 33 chops.

A good general 
demand has existed during the past week, and quotations, notwithstanding 
the decline in the home market reported by te.egram, show prices to be, if 
anything, cather higher than those current a month ago.

Lieutenant H. G. Hale, late in command of Her 
Majesty's gunboat Weazel, when within a day of Penang; Major 
Atkinson, when within a of Point de Galle; then Mr. Charles 
Kettyles, quartermaster of 25h Regiment, when within two days of 
Suez; and, lastly, a private soldier of the 1Ith Regiment, soon after 
leaving Alexandria, All these were invalids, and the fact tells very 
mueb against the absurb system of delaying sending men home till hardly 
a hope exists of their ‘recovery, which is invariably the case, more 
especially in the navy. Whether it is the fear of responsibility on the 
part of the medical officers, or that they are too much bound down by 
red-tapeism, it is hard to say ; at all events, such cases should be worth 
the consideration of those in authority. Few things shocked the pas- 
sengcrs more than the want of any means of providing for {the invalided 
soluicrs on disembarking at Suez, ‘There was no sick quarters, no one 
to atiend to the men, and had it not been for the kindness shown 
by some of the passengers, whose indignation was aroused by 
such neglect, one poor fellow would probably have died ere he reached 
the train. The men were unprovided with money to pay for meals or 
any trifling wants while crossing the Desert, and money had to be sub- 
scribed for them, Surely it would Le an easy matter to establish sick 
quarters at Suez, with a medical man at hand to receive invalids of both 
services, and see that they were properly attended to while waiting at Sucz, 
which they sometimes have to do for many hours, A distinguished officer, 
who arrived at Southampton in the Poonah, was an eye witness to the 
sshole of this management, and we sincerely hope he will bring the matter 
betore the proper authorities. 

20th Regiment.—A correspondent in Hong Kong writes :—* About 
two years ago the second battalion of this regiment embarked at Ports- 
mouth tor India, On reaching Cale-:tta the regiment received orders to 
proceed to China, the women and children being sent to Dum Dum and 
there left. After some little time the regiment was ordered to Japau, 
ing the women and children about seven miles from Hong Kong, at 
Stanley, where they have been left open to all temptations that couid be 
possible for poor ereatures in such a helpless condition. They have now 
been there sixteen months without the least effort being made to have them 
sunt to join the regiment. Many of them have gone to a long home. 
Many orphans and husbands mourn their loss. The soldiers of the regi- 
meni have to see so many of their wives and children left to shift tor 
themselves. In Japan there is plenty of room to build a few huts.” 





















































Major-General Lord Henry Perey, V.C., has resigned the command of 
the brigade at AlJershott, to which he was appointed in the spring.

Although, as we (Army and Navy Gazette) stated last week, we do 
not expect to see any reduction of tle army advocated by the authorities 
during the next Session of Parliament, we shall be prepared for a proposed 
decrease in the Navy Estimates, both ia reference to the matériel and 
personnel of the service.

The Russian Guztte of the Academy contains the following :-— 
“During the course of the present year, the Minister of Finances 
laid before the Council of the Empire a project respecting a 
revision of the statutes of the Russian American Company, and 
the organisation ef colonies in Atnerica, ‘Tae project was ap- | 
proved by the Council, and coufiriaed by the Emperor, on the 
14th of June, 181 By this document the period of the exis- 
tence and privilege of the cow pany is fixed for the Ist of 
January, 1882, ‘The following are the principal provisions of 
the new charter :—The coinpany remains, as hitherto, an admi- 
nistrative authority in the colonies, with its own functionaries, 
seal, with the Imperial arms, flag, troops, and coinage. The 
political part of the Administration to be replaced by a general 
direction of the colonies, appointed from the present time 
by the Imperial Government. The Aleutes, and all other 
natives, to be in future exempt from forced work fur the com: 
pany, and may change their residences and absent themselves | 
as they like. Allinhabitants are divided into natives aud co- 
lonists. All trade and industry declared free except the chase 
and the fur trade, which remain the exclusive privilege of the 
company within the hmits prescribed by the law. Beyond 
these limits the chase may be fvilowed by all natives and colo- 
nists, aud the fur trade by ail Russians, ‘Ihe ports of New 
Archangel on Sitka Isiand, St. Paul on the Island of Sandjak, 
and eventually some others, are declared free ports for the | 
importation of all goods and merchandise in Russian or other 
~vessels, with the exception of gunpowder, arms, and spirituous 
liquors. A special general meeting of the sharcholders of the | 
company will be shortly conveued, when it will be seen if they 
agree to these alterations.” 

In the Folksthing, or Lower Chamber of the Danish Parlia- 
ment, Mr, Westenhoiz last week requested Ministers to state 
what steps they intended to take to facilitate the opening of 
the Danish trade and navigation with China and Japan, as tieir 
ships were now placed in such an unenviabie position that 
several had lately been put under the protection of foreign 
flags to enable them to trade between China and Japan ; and, 
if nothing was done to prevent it, ali Danish vessels ia the 
East would be compelled to do the same. The Minister for 
Foreign Afiurs, Privy Councillor Bluhm, in reply, stated what | 
had already been done, and what steps were further intended / 
to be taken towards negotiating a treaty of commerce with 
Japan, Preliminary measures had been taken some time 
ago, through a ‘friendly goverament (the Netherlands), 
to pave the way with the Tycoon, aud he (the Minister) had 
lately put himself in communication with the Minister for the 
Marive for the purpose of sending out a ship of war to show the 
Danish flag in the waters of Japan, Mr. A. Hage, one of the 
Members of the Folksthing, expressed his satisfaction at hear- 
ing that Ministers were not forgetful of the interests of the 
Danish mercantile navy. 

‘The Italian Government is now fitting out the steam frigate 
Magenta ‘for a voyage to China and Japan, A letter 
just received from Florence states that Professor de Filippi, 
lately appointed to a seat in the Senate, will go out in her as 
acientific commissioner, but also furnished with instructions and 
full powers to negotiate treaties of commerce with those Eastern 
States. hough it bas been known for some time past that 
such an expedition was projected, it was not believed that it 
would be so soon undertaken, and the announcement has, there- 
fore, taken the public by surprise. Tho frigate will be fitted 
out for an absence of two years, and will circumnavigate the 
globe before her return to Europe. 

At Vienna a joint-stock company has just been formed under 
the firm of the “First Austrian Export and Import Company,” 
with a capital of five millions of florins, For the present, 
however, only one-fifth will be raised, by the emission of 5,000 
shares of 200 florins each. The object of the undertaking is, 
as the name implies, the furtherance of Austrian commerce

Mumford, vice-president of the Western Union Extension, sailed from this 
port a few weeks since, with fuil power from that company to contract for 
four hundred miles of cable, to be finished in three montl:s and laid next 
August. M. Abasa left San Francisco the latter part of July in the barque 
Olga, for the Amvor river, from which point he will build northward with 
an efficient working party, and meet the party sent by Colonel Buikley from 
the Gulf of Anadeer. The whole enterprise, according to latest advices 
from official sources on the Pacific, bids fair to be most successfully and 
triumphantly carried out to final completion at a much earlier day than has 
heretofore been anticipated by its most sanguine friends. ‘The Govern+ 
ment, from which was expected the assistance of a steamer to enable 
Colonel Bulkley to complete certain important marine explorations on 
the coast, has most signally failed to respond to the requirements of the 
cate, and the enterprising and energetic engineer in charge of the expedi- 
tion has proceeded thus far without the aid sought for and granted by Con= 
gress. Now that so many steamers have been put out of commission by 
the cessation of the war, it is confidently expected that one of our national 
vessels may be detained to represent our flag among the frigid regions to 
be traversed by the energetic and hardy expeditionists. lt may not be 
generally known that the expeditionary corps sent from San Fransisco, 
and which departed from Vancouver's Island the last week in July, is or- 
ganised on a military basis, similar to a brigade of our army ; but such 
the fact. Not only is the expedition so organised, but all the empl 
are uniformed in a blue suit, not varying materially from that of our ia- 
fantry. Among the officers attached to the expedition is Captain Law- 
rence Conlin, chief Carpenter, who is a'so drill officer, being an old sol- 
dier, he having served in the Mexican war, subsequently in the regular 
army in Tesas, and latterly a lieutenant in the Third Massachusets 
cavalry. Colonel Bulkley and many of his assistants also served in the 
telegraph corps, under General Banks, and nearly all of them have fre- 
quently been under Gre. Colunel Bulkley, in equipping the expe 
tion, while in New York, provided enough aris and ammunition 
to fully equip five hundred inen for active service agaiust Indian or “ any 
other man” not susceptible to the kindness and suavity which are the 
known characteristics of the head of the expedition, Captain Conlin bas 
had considerable experience in fighting the Lipau, Camanche, and other 
Indian tribes in Texas, as well as the guerillas of Louisiana ; and, where 
the diplomacy of Colonel Bulkley, aided by the most liberal pre-ents (of 
which a great quantity was shipped from this city), is not ellectual in 
securing an uninterrupted right of way, free from molestation by the wild 
tribes of those regions, the bayonet and bullet will be fearfully brought 
into requisition, wielded by toys who have braved death under their old 
flag, which they now carry with them on their peaceful and civilising 
errand. No fears are entertained on this point; and the warlike tribe of 
the Tchooktchees will receive as much conciliation as may be accorded to 
the more effeminate and peculative Chenoo%s ; but any attempt to impede 
the progress of the grand enterprise will be protapily, fearlessly, and 
bloodily met and effectually punished. The next advices from the expe- 
dition may agnounce the uniting of the wires of the second section of the 
line with those being built up to Stuart’s Lake.

THE HONG KONG GOVERNMENT. 

“Tar elements of a Colonial Government in the Far East are, 
perbaps, more subject to frequent changes, from the demise or 
retirement of its officials, than any other ; the vacancies so 
ozeurring are, however, usually filled up without delay, and the 
affairs of the colony are carried on with little, if any, interrup- 
tion. By a singular coincidence, the colony of Hong Kong has 
been deprived almost simultaneously of three of its chief func- 
tionaries ; and presents to us the unusual combination of a 
colony without a Governor, an episcopal see without a Bishop, 
and a Supreme Court without a Chief Justice. Not, of course, 
that the functions of these several offices are all in abeyance ; 
for, as is usual in such cases, the duties of the Governor and 
Chief Justice are performed for the time, with more or less 
ability, by subordinate officials ; while the powers of the episco- 
pate, not being of such a nature as to admit of their being 
delegated for atime to any substitute, must perforce remain 
dormaut until a successor to Bishop Sarr be appointed, 

Firstly, with regard to thenew Governor. We think we may 
safely congratulate the colonists on the choice that has been 
made of a successor to Sir Herccies Roptxson. In Sir Ricard 
Graves MacDonnsut they will have a man of considerable ad- 
ministrative abilities, of great energy (as evinced in the active 
measures taken by him to improve the internal defences of the 
colony he has lately governed), and one, moreover, whose per- 
soual character and genial disposition have won for hitn universal 
respect and esteem. Nor is this all ; Sir Ricoarp MacDonsett, 
coming as he does fresh from the wholesome atmosphere of a 
quiet, well-conducted colony like Nova Scotia, and free from 
the taint of those corrupting influences which have in years 
goue by made a very Angcan stable of Hong Kong, will be far 
better fitted to assume the reins of Government—to administer 
with a vigorous hand, without fear or favour, such 
reforms ax aro necessary—than any official whose long 
tenure of office in the colony might seem, to a super- 
ficial observer, to qualify bim for the post. Without 
wishing to reflect in an unfavourable manner on the 
way in which the present Acting Governor, Mr, Mencer, dis- 
charges the duties of the office, we have ajready strongly advo- 
cated the necessity of placing at the head of the Government | 
a man whose experience has been acquired in a totally different 
ficld. It is impossible to touch pitch and not be defiled ; 
neither is it possible for any ordinary man to live for twenty 
years surrounded by abuses such as those which have in times 
past rendered the Government of Hong Kong notorious, without 
becoming so far familiarised with, and influenced by them, as 
to be less able to improve the morale of the Government than 
one coming fresh from an entirely different sphere of action. 
This qualitication in the new Governor will, we contend, far 
more than counterbalance any slight shortcomings which may 
at first arise from his being an eutire strauger in the land to 
which his new appointment calls him. 

We do not yet hear of any appointment of a successor to 
the late Chief Justice Apams ; and this calls our atteution to 
another singular feature in the present anomalous condition of 
the colony, unmely, the fact that both Under Judge Bat, who 




















the Chief Magistrate, are members of the Romish Church ; 
while the Acting Governor, although himself a Protestant, would 
seem, from the extraordinary encouragement he vouchsafes 
to the Roman Catholic cause, to be, at all events, disposed to 
favour the spread of catholicism in his jurisdiction ; at least we 
can put no other construction on the “solemn distribution of 
prizes ” (vide China Mait) lately performed by his Excellency at 
the Roman Catholic School of St. Saviour’s, in which the Acting 
Judge and Mr. Wuyre also took part. Now, although strongly 
averse to intolerance of any description, and anxious that free 
liberty of conscience be allowed everywhere, especially in such 
a mixed community as that of Hong Kong, still we cannot 
help thinking that in the Government of a colony belonging to. 
the chief of Protestant nations, such Catholic proclivities as these 
should be avoided, The most glaring error, however, which Mr. 
Mencer has committed has been the surrenderof Mowaxa, and 
on the meeting of next Parliament this matter will be fully in- 
quired into. We trust that a careful selection in the appoint- 
ment of anew Bishop and a new Chief Justice, will place the 
Government of the coloay ona more satisfactory footing in all 
respects, 


THE CEYLON LEAGUE, 

‘Tar real or apprehended violation by Ministers of consti- 
tutional principles in their home policy, could not fail to excite- 
a storm of public remonstrance. Why should it be otherwise 
when this happens in our colonial policy? A great part of the 
immunity which the Colonial-office in its administration has 
experienced is due rather to a deficiency of knowlvdge on the 
part of members entrusted with colonial grievances, rendering 
them liable to be silenced by a mere feint of defence, notwith- 
standing the truth and strength of their position. If any action 
on the part of the late Ministry has been calculated in its ex- 
tension to injure our stately colonial fabric, it is the refusal of 
independent and responsible action to the Legislative Council 
of Ceylon. With the legislative control afforded by charter 
over the disposal of their revenue placed in abeyance ; with an 
Order in Council enforced, which practically ignores the repre— 
sentative clement ; with special votes merged in a general fund 
capriciously expended or withheld from important public works, 
for the purpose of creating an illusive surplus to be arbitrarily 
applied to Imperial wants, and when to all this is added the per- 
petual restraint on the industrial and social development of the 
colony thus created, we arrive at astato of things meriting for its 
authors— 

“A dismal universal hiss, the sound of public scorn.” 

The motives and principles by which men are actuated lie 
deeper than on paper and parchinent ; and for Ceylon to have 
tolerated this despotism, to have sanctioned this treason against 
her constitutional rights, would have been to consent to the 
positive injury of all her interests. But the enforcement of 
a military exaction, none the less compulsory because passed. 
by a vote of the official members (for the whole united Council 
immediately petitioned bome that its privileges and the rights 
of the people might be respected), has sounded the knell for any 
longer witudrawment of the control of the revenues from the 
representatives of the people, As the first result, we have the 
Ceylon League in vigorous action. Protests and memorials 
having beeu vain, this body, which represents every leading in- 
terest in that colony, has determined to enlarge the basis of 
operations, to bring the attack home to the Government of the 
day, and, without lessening active, local effort, creating a Lon- 
don Branch Comittee, with power to raiso funds, and take 
such action as shall arouse public sentiment in England. We 
cannot be indifferent to such a movement, aiming, as it does, to 
satisfy the just demands of the colonists without prejudice to 
Imperial interests ; for there is no greater libel on Ceylon than 
that its people are indisposed to pay voluntarily their due pro- 
portion of the Imperial revenue. ‘The League is represented in 
London by Mr. Georor Watt, the chairman of the League, and 
who arrived by the last mail. Mr, Watu was the most pro- 
miuent of the non-official members who resigned, intimately ac- 
quaiuted with Ceylon intercsts, and possessing high statesman- 
like abilities. Ifis course has been characterised by great 
judgment, and the organisation could not have been entrusted 
toabler hands. A published statement of the political history of 
Ceylon, for the last sixteen years, will shortly be issued under his 
auspices,aud which will leaveno refuge for Ministerial evasions 
when the subject is brought before Parliament at its next session. 
‘The case of Ceylon will scoure tho more ready acceptance, that 
the unofficial members who resigned at no timo offered a mere

factious upposition ; neither they nor the League are agitators

‘THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

Taart Sir Hercules Robinson should fulfil his announced in- 
tention of securing for the Legislative Council of Ceylon the 
complement of unofticial members has created no surprise ; but 
that gentlemen so well acquainted with the views of the Ceylon 
community should have felt themselves justified in accepting 
place, has occasioned no little comment, Doubtless Sir Her- 
cules brought to bear on them weighty considerations 
connected with prospective business; yet, until pend- 
ing questions between the colonists and the home Govern- 
ment are determined, these gentlemen must consent to be the 
mere wnbra of the representative element ; seeing that, accord- 
ing to the last Order in Council, their assent is not nece<sary 
to any step in legislation. Sir Hercules, when in Hong Kong, 
contended for the very principles which characterise the pre- 
sent Ceylon agitation, resisting encroachments on colonial rights 
through official incapacity at home ; and we believe is not in- 
clined to look unfavourably on an arrangement which would 
give to unofficial members their due influence. The following 
are the names of the gentlemen appointed :—George Dennis, B. 
Harrison, George Smyttan Duff (Manager Oriental Bank) ; Chris- 
topher Barker Smith, Mutu Coomara Swamy, James Adrian 
Martensz, Edward James Dehigame. 


THE BREAKWATER AT GALLE. 

We are glad to find that this important matter is likely to 
receive a solution at last. The plans proposed by Mr. Grix- 
LINGTON, at present in Ceylon, have been approved by com- 
petent men as the most suitable amongst the many suggested 
during the last fifteen years. We understand that tho matter 
is now under the consideration of the Ceylon Government as to 
what support they will give the project. ‘The cost is, we be- 
lieve, computed at £300,000, and with any sort of guarantee or 
support from Government, the P. and O. Company, the Mes- 
sageries Imperiales, aud others, there will be no difficulty in 
forming a company to carry out this long wanted public work, 
which will render Galle one of the most useful ports instead of 
the most dangerous one in the East. The Colombo Observer is, 
however, in error in stating that the P. and O. Company and 
the Mcssagerics are ready “to bear the whole or the larger 
portion of the expense.” They will be glad to give their in- 
fluence to the project, and pay something handsome as dues, 
but they caunot furnish the required outlay ; nor is it necessary, 
as the capital can be raised on the merits of the project, pro- 
vided a good return can be show 

















THE SL ?ORE GAS COMPANY. 

We are happy to hear that this company has now a large 
ehare of public patronage, and by late accounts they had nasde 
use of about 250 street lamp posts, 21 private ditto, and about 
2,300 lights in the houses of Europeans and natives. The 
charge was $3 per 1,000 fect, yiclding a revenue to the company 
of about £6,000 per annum. Considering that the mains 
already laid were capable of yielding yet a considerable number 
of lights, and that the demand was daily increasing amongst 
the natives, it may be expected that the company’s receipts by 
the end of the ycar will be so augmented as to yield a hand- 
some dividend on the paid-up capital. ‘The directors here and 
the local committee appear to have avoided by diligence, that 
enormous outlay and waste in establishing the works, which is 
generally inseparable from operations of a similar nature, con- 
ducted in the Far East, As tiey have been so successful the 
directors should now make overtures for lighting Ceylon, Java,

THE SIAMESE PROHIBITION AGAINST THE 
EXPORT OF RICE, 

We regret to learn, by the last mail, that the King of Siam, 
who has adopted such enlightened views on most subjects, 
should have ordered the prohibition to the export of rice to 
continuo for a further period of three months, ‘This is a bad 
step for the prosperity of the country. If astop is to be put 
on any article because of its scarcity, there can be no con- 
fidence by those engaged in the trade of Siam. It would be 
wiser to allow things to take their course, depending rather on

the high prices bringing in cargoes from other ports, and also 
on the fact that, while extreme rates ruled there would be no 
buyers for export, We trust that the King, who has shown so 
many of the principles of free trade, will be put right on this 
matter. While on the subject of Siam we are glad to notice 
that the visit of Admiral King was suggested by the Foreign 
Office, with a view to strengthen the entente cordiale, which had 
rather slackened of late, owing to the action of the French 
authoritics on one side, and the discourteous attitude assumed 
by our Consul on the other. It is only just, however, to add 
that we believe that Mr. Knox has “turned over a new leaf.” 
NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA, 

Tne screw steamer of about 900 tons, which we noticed 
some months since as building at Aberdeen for Messrs, Douglas, 
Lapraik, Laue, and’ others, will be ready fur launching 
next mouth. She will be commanded by Capt. Baker, and 
will be named the Douglas. 

The steam ferry, which bas been constructed for the same 
owners, is somewhat on the model of that working across the It- 
chiv river,at Southampton, capable of conveying passengers, cattle, 
carriages, provisions, &c.; aud we expect this craft will prove 
quite a boon to the inhabitants of Hong Kong in counecting it 
with the Kowloong shore and places adjacent. It is intended 
to ship out this ferry ina vessel now building for account of 
Messrs. Robertson and Co. at the same yard. 

There are three steamers—of 2,200 tons each—building by 
Messrs. Scott, of Greenock, originally intended for the Tea 
trade, but there is now some uncertainty as to their employ- 
ment. 

The screw steamer Erl King, Capt. Pinel, whose launch was 
noticed some time since, had her trial trip on the Clyde on the 
19th inst. She will be despatched for Melbourne next month, 
and thence procecd on to China. The following account of her 
trial is from the Glasgow Herald :— 

On the 19th the screw steamer Er! King, recently launched from the 
building-yard of Messrs. A. and J. Inglis, Point-house, was put on her 
official trial trip, when the dis @ between the Cloch and Cumbrae 
Lights was run in 67 minutes, being equal to 12-24 knots or 14°1 miles 
per hour, on a mean draft of 17ft. Gin., the speed attained being fully one 
knot per hour over that contracted for. Her dimensions are 250ft. ; 
breadth, 3458; depth, 22ft. Yin, The machinery, made by the same 
firm, consists of a pair of surface condensing engines of most approved con- 
struction, of 200-horse power nominal, and during the run gave an indi- 
cated power of 1,200 horses. She is also fitted with hoisting gear for

CHINA GRASS. 

We have referred more than once to the subject of the ap- 
plication of China grass, or rather to the attempts that arc being 
made to introduce that fibre into manufacture, by the men of 
Rouen, and a correspondent, “An Englishman,” in a letter which 
was published in our issue of the 16th instant, scems a 
little jealous at, as he says, our “apparently congratulating 
Frenchmen upon their great mercantile acumen.” We should 
have done so had we seen reason for it, but we did not; we 
merely recorded the fact that the manufacturers of Rouen were 
making efforts towards the application of the fibre, that they 
had succceded in producing excellent specimens of fabrics com- 
posed in part of China grass, that they had managed to work it 
as cotton and as silk, and had dyed it with brilliant colours; 
and further, that they had succecded in obtaining the support 
of men well kuown and standing high in the financial world 
All this is true, and we wish we could add that their object 
had been fully achieved, as we hope it may besome day sooner 
or later ; for we hold that he who can bring into practical use 
a new fibre is just as much a benefactor to his species as he who 
makes two blades of grass grow where one only grew before, 
We are perfectly well aware that attempts have been made to 
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Jntroduce China grass into English manufacture, and we know 
also that little or no practical result has yet been achieved ; and, 
moreover, we feel sure that nothing is so likely to push our manu- 
facturers forward as the knowledge that others are working in the 
same direction, As regards the cost of the material, or rather its 
economic value, we are not so well inforiaed ; and when quoting 
the reports of the Chamber of Commerce of Rouen, whose 
opinion in such matters is certainly deserving of the fullest at- 
tention, wo merely said :— If these reports be not all painted 
« couleur de ross, it appears that the want of a suficient quantity 
“of the raw material is the only thing waich preveuts the im- 
“mediate development of the China grass trade ;” we did not 
commit ourselves in any way. Our correspondent says that 
three years ago certain inporters made an unfortunate venture 
ia China grass, and he expreszes his opinion that the material 
“eannot be imported into Enrope at a low enough cost.” but 
the Charaber of Commeree of Rouen has gone into all the ques- 
tions apparently with great care, has priuted its information and 
Aeductions, and tells the world that a tissue of China grass costs 
about two-fifths less than one of pure cotton; and tho spinner 
and wenver who made the experiments at Rouen have expressed, 
in print, their readiness to take a ton a day of the material, 
while the former diclares that he is prepared to devote 
himself entirely to the working of China grass, which, 
he says, “can be employed by itself or mixed with 
cotton, to the extent of 60 to 75 per cent. with great economy.” 
We trust that this short statement will prove to our readers 
that we were not ill-advised, or unjust towards anybody in the 
world, in drawing attention to the efforts of the manufacturers 
of Rouen, our object being simply the dissemination of what 
we conceived to be useful information. In the London and 
China Telegraph of the 8th of August will be found a letter on 
the same subject from another correspondent, signed “An Ex- 
porter,” the writer of which, after thanking us for calling at- 
tention to the subject, says :—“ Evidently large fortunes are to 
be acquired by those who shall first prove successful in this en- 
terprise, and it is to be hoped that iustead of waiting for French 
experimental results, arrangements will at ouce be made for 
turning China grass to full account in our cotton and linen 
manufactures.” If this opinion be correct, we con- 
gratulate ourselves upon having irrituted the subject, for 
there is nothing like a little friction for putting English. 
men upon their mettle; and, while we trust that the 
most deserving may win the prize, if prize there be to win, wo 
cannot conceal the fact that we should prefer it to fall into 
English hands. But there is no question of a special prize at 
all; if one country can work China grass another can, and if 
any country can get it cheaply from China it is certainly Eng- 
land. Lastly, if it can be grown at a lower cost in Europe or 
elsewhere, than it can be imported for, so much the worse for 
the China merchant. As for us, we are in the position of the 
visitor to the circumlocution office, “We want to know, you 
know !” that is all.

THE SILK TRADE—FRANCE GLAND. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sia,—In number 183 of your issue, dated the 28th of August last 
appears an article taken from the Evonomist, entitled “ The Silk ‘Trade— 
France o, England.” 

The writer of the article makes a statement to the effect that the 
dealers of silk in France have not got large capital at their disposal 5 they 
are strongly disinclined to confide the control of whit they do possess to 
men whow they canuot watch constantly, and they have not patience to 
wait for ycars for the success of a commercial operation.” ‘The taregoing 
is that portion of the article with which 1 propose to deal in this letter, 
and at a subsequent date I shall be disposed. to discuss other portions, 
provided you are willing to give insertion thereto. I will now begin by 
stating that had the article referred to been written prior to the overthrow 
of the Orleans dynasty, its statements would have been true in the main; 
but, unfortunately for the writer, he is nearly twen'y years behind the 
epoch on which he has ventured to t In the ce [must give an 
tire yet courteous denial to the statement that the siik trade of France 
poverty-stricken. 

Considering all the circumstances, it couid not have been matter for 
wonder liad such been the fact, knowing as we do that the silk producers 
of that country have, for a period of nearly ten years, been contending 
against a series of ruinously disastrous craps, wich began to be seriously 
felt as far back as 1856, and which as yet no man can forvsee the end of, 

Now, notwithstanding the fearful losses incurred during this distrese- 
ingly long period, I must beg to be allowed to mairiaiu that the dealers 
of silk in France are still possessed of very large money capital. 
Formerly it was locked up in the production and perfection of the home 
silk crops, and consequently did not make its appearance in distant 
markets, 

The case is now altered, anda portion—only a moderate portion—of 
the capital hitherto so employed in France (to wiich Italy conrributes) 
hasat length taken the alarm, and is slowly aud graduaily betaking itself 
to the silk inarkets of China and Japan. 

At the time when the French had good crops at home, say for instance 
from 1840 to 1850, they were naturally disinclined to embark in distant 
enterprises ; but no sooner did the crisis attending the cultivation of 
in Europe come upon them with severity, than they quickly gave signs 
of proving equal to the emergency, grave though it was. The very high 
range of prices to which China raw silks were driven up in 1856 and 
1857, at the port of Shanghai, &c., was in the first place due to the 
alarming failure of the crop ia Europe, and in the second to French 
capital chiefly (and in minor part also to German, Swiss, and Italian 
money) being brought into competition with Enylisin monetary enterprise 
in the race for the purchase of China silk, which wav des:ined to remedy, 
in so far as it could, the disastrous deficits in the French and Italian crops 
of those memorable years.—I euciose my card, aud beg to remain, 
itor, your faithful servant, Kioto.

Aubaret, Capitaine de Frézate in the Imper 
in question is, it appears, almost indentical w 
with the spirit of which the majority of our readers are so well 
acquainted that we need not recapitulate the blood-thirsty 
severity of its punishments, nor the vexatious minute particu- 
larity of its provisions. We shall render them a more gratefal 
service by placing entire before them Captain Aubaret’s preface, 
which explains clearly enough what the volumes will farnish 
tothe student curious in national laws and the tmorals founded 
thereon, while it supplies, in addition, an indication of the course 
that will be adopted by France, in her task of accustoming the 
Cochin-Chinese to the administration of justice on a settled 
and impartial footing. ‘This preface, dated “Saigon, 1st Aug., 
1862," is as follows :— 

‘The Annamite Penal Code, this translation of which is offered partic 
larly to persone interesting themselves in the future of Cochin China, 
based entirely on the model of the code now in force in China under the 
Tartar dynasty of the Tsins. Written in the Chinese tor.gue—as, indeed, 
are all official documents, with the largest part of whatever is written in 
Cochin China—this code is composed of two very distinct parts. of which 
the one called Luat in Annamite and Lu in Chivese, is a reproduction of 
the fundamental law—a law almost unaltered from remote antiquity, which 
has been adopted nearly in its integrityby the peoples of Chinese descent 5 
the other part, called Lu by the Aunamites and Li by the Chinese, has been 
translated by the expression “ Supplementary Regulations.” These last, 
variable and susceptible of revision, are not, properly speaking, a com- 
mentary on the law, but an enlargement and extension of it. The literal 
language of the Chinese is so concise, that in many cases the judge would 
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certainly be much embarrassed if be had nothing but the letter of the law 
to guide him. Thence it is that the provisions especially belonging to 
the Annamite nation are found more particularly in these “supplementary 
regulations. ‘The translator has, therefure, broad himself, as regards the 
criminal and civil law, not to neglect one of them, notwithstanding their 
length and often tediously formal repetitions; and, on that account, the 
present translation is more complete than that of Sir George Staunton’s 
* Code of C ." which confines itself to the fundamental la 

The Luat or C Lu may be looked upon as a sort of immovable 
canvas, on which dilferent dynasties, and even different ¢0' 
same dynasty, worked, as suited their convenience, in di 
colours, their notions of the way to control and judge the pe: 
thusthe Tsin Tartar dynasty now gorerning in China, being in principle 
purely miiitary and conquering, was compelled to bend the law as far as 
possible towards the ideas of domination that were above all else necessary 
to it. 

‘The Aunamite code having been already reduced to form under the 
reign and by the orders of King Gia-Long, the actual founder of the 
dynasty now existing in Cochin China, his con and successor, Minh-Mang, 
had no essential change to make in the revision be undertook of the Le or 
Supplementary Regulations ; but he infused into them the extreme severity 
that was his own cliaracteristic, aud which old Annamites of even 
now with terror. These are the regulations, with a few modifications ine 
in the last two reigns, that are in force at this d. the reader 
will easily perceive that they sometimes step beyond the fundamental law. 
Every tribunal is forbidden, however, to apply any other penalty tian that

‘This unjust barbarism is in nowise Chinese; neither was it 
in the ince tia-Long, who says expressly the contrary ia his 
prefuce. ic for the translator to state precisely the exact date 
ich is to be ascribed this distrustful and jealous weakness, which does 
with the Jaw in Cochin China just what was done by the priests in Egypt. 
‘The axiom that no one is to be deemed ignorant of the law must be an- 
nounced here ina directly contrary sense; for it is extremely rare to 
meet with an Aumainite who has any precise ideas on the subject. ‘The 
people of the country appear to have submitted with the utmost philosophy 
to the entire supremacy of their mandarins; and perhaps it is to this kind 
of despotism, rare even in Asia, that the Aunamite nation owes that inte 
riority which is so striking when they are compared to the Chinese, from 
whom they sprang. Everyone interrogated as to the reason that could 
induce the mandarins to appropriate so exclusively the knowledge of the 
Jaws, replies naively and without bitterness that it was to prevent disputes, 
There nved be ao astonishment then at the extraordinary ascendancy of a 
¢lass, sal in number, who are the judges, and from whom there is no 
appeal. That, moreover, which proves the great interest attached by the 
ins to this exclusive possession of the code is the extreme rarily of 
the work. In case of flight they carry it off in preference to the re 
of population and taxes; in preference, that is, to documents int 
compromising to themselves. To know these laws is, therefore, to be 
placed on a footing of equality with them, and to publish them for the in- 
struction of the people, as is done in China, is to follow the formal pre- 
ns of the code itself. 

‘That they may respond to what France has a right to expect from 
them, the Annamite nation must be first freed from those moral fetters 

ich, while certainly rendering them more governable, has also the very 

ce of engaging them—precisely from their excess of pas- 
siveness—in revolts which it is painful to punish, on acccunt of the 
great evil done thereby to the country. But they are from the same cause 
too attached to their customs to be easily pliant to our laws, which are 
neither suitabie to the physical constitution nor the moral condition of the 
Annamites. On the other hand, their code is so simple, the particular 
eases that spring ont of the character of the nation are so well provided 
for, that a better will not easily be found. 

If there be one question that appears to be settled in regard to colo- 
nisation, it is that which consists in ruling conquered peoples, as far as 
possible, according to their own laws and their ancient customs, Time 
alone can diminish the extremely marked differences existing between 
Europeans and Asiatics ; but, for a commencement, success being the 
important point, we must esteem it very fortunate to encounter a people 
fully organised, and for whom their administration has provided for almost 
‘everything that needs a provision. 

‘Thus, therefore, whenever the French azents chargrd with the adminis 
tration of the Anuamites shal! have acquired a knowledge of their laws 
and regulations, they will be in a position, as far as judicial proceedings 
0, to supplant the old mandarins, who had a monopoly of them. But 
‘when, in addition, the present work shall have been reproduced from the 
French translation in te vulgar Annamite tongue, by means of the Latin 
characters s0 iously adapted and brought into use by the missionaries, 
then will full the old and ditficult barriers of the Chinese tongue ; and those 
same administrative agents will be able in « short time to discuss the text 
‘of the law, while the Annamites will find themselves for the first time in 
actual possession of a written language, just entirely like those of Europe. 

‘The vulgarising of these characters, as is done by the Catholic missions, 
will be a great advantage to the future of our establishments. By publi- 
cations similar to the present, it will raise up young men exceedingly 
serviceable to the adasinistration, from their complete acquaintance with a 
legislation the study of which has hitherto been exceedingly laborious, 

It would, however, be an error to suppose that the Chinese text can ab- 
solutely go out of use, for it will doubtless long remain the only official 
text, “But how much more accessible will it be when it can be compared 
both with a French version anda version in the vulgar tongue? The 
latter thus embodied in our Latin characters will open an easy path for 
the penetration of our civilising ideas; and who knows whether European 
‘science, so absolutely unknown to the Far East by reason of the insur- 
mountable difficulty of its terms, may not one day clear iis passage by this 
path? We may be permitted to hope that the section of the Annamite 
people whose future is now in our hands will by these means acquire sn 
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incontestable superiority over the rest of Cochin China; for to fix a lan- 
guage in writing is a revolution to be compared almost with the invention: 
of printing. 

The present translation has, therefore, for its main object to be repro- 
duced hereafter the vulgar tongue, and the author will certainly not 
regret his labour if it should contribute to draw the Annamites nearer to 
European and Christian civilisation, But the present and entirely prac- 
tical purpose is to endeavour to fill up the Aiates existing in the adminis- 
tration of native justice. The translator has for the moment no other desire 
than to assist those of his intelligent comrades who are clarged with the 
difficult and glorious mission of founding a French colony on the confines 
of China. It is to them principally that he addresses himself ; therefore: 
it is that he has sometimes employed terms whose meaning is to them 
very familiar, which a French paraphrase would have only weakened and 
rendered obscure. He trusis then that his comrades, in consideration of 
his good inteutions, will be pleased to pardon his numerous-imperfections 
of style, and to accept the work he has the honour to offer them euch as 
it is.

ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 
A half-yearly general meeting of the shareholders of this bank was held 
he 19:h inst., at the offices, Threadueedle-street, City; H. G. Gor- 
|. Esy., in the chair, 

The Chief Manager (C. J. F. Stuart, Esq.,) having read the notice 
convening the meeting, 

‘The Cuattax expressed his regret that the dividend which he was 
about to declare was less than that declared in the corresponding period 
of last year. ‘The causes lay in a nut-shell, and he would briefly recount 
them, They were well aware that the year [864 and a portion of the 
present year was a period which would be ever memorable in the annals of 
ast India and China banking, as the most disastrous which had occurred 
for many years. That period was to the directors one of intense anxiety, 
care, aud trouble, such as he trusted they would never see the like again. 
In this country, about the end of 1863, and at the commencement of 1864, 
a tremendous fall took place in the value of almost all Indian and China 
produce. Credit became much contracted, losses of a character ex- 
evedingly severe ensued, and eventually failures unsurpassed in magnitude 
oceurred. Scarcely a mail arrived from India or China which did not 

ing accounts of disasters that had occurred or were occurring. The 
bank was as it were between two fires, and all that it had to do was to get 
out of range as speedily as possible. ‘They restricted their business, and 
being vigorously supported by their representatives in the East, the result 
was that, although their profits were necessarily much curtailed. they avoided 
losses which would no doubt have otherwise occurred. Under the cir- 
cumstances it was impossible altogether to escape loss, but it was certainly 
far lighter than he bad anticipated would be the case. Theboard in con- 
sidering those lossee had come to the determination that the wisest and the 
most honest course, as well as the best, was to meet them at once. ‘They 
had accordingly written them off, and made the most ample provision for 
all contingencies, besides carrying forward a considerable sum to the next 
account. (Hear, hear.) He was aware that it was no consolation to 
tellow-sufferers to know that others had been in the same predicament, and 
it was with no feeling of that kind that he alluded to the position of a bank 
having far greater advantages, more facilities for obtaining information, 
better situated, and with an immense capital —he meant the Bank of Bom- 
bay. That bank, which had the means of obtaining the best information, 
and was armed with great powers, announced at the recent meeting of the 
proprietors that its loss during the period to which he had been adverting 
amounted to no less than £300,000, and that it could declare no dividend, 
He did not now allude to the circumstance from any feeling of invidious 
ness, but to show that in such times the best managed institutions could 
not escape loss, He was happy to say that a change for the better had 
taken place, confidence had returned, and there was every reason toexpect 
a large increase of business ; many offers had been made showing how 
high a position the Oriental Bank Corporation maintained, and he had 
every hope that when he next met the proprietors, instead of announcing 
a smaller dividend than usual, he should have to congratulate them on the 
receipt of a larger one. He concluded by declaring a dividend of 5 per 
cent, for the half-year ending 30th June last, or at the rate of 10 per cent. 
per annum, In reply to a Shareholder, 

‘The CHatnaan siated that the present meeting was simply for the pur- 
pose of declaring the dividend. and therefore all questions would be out of 
place, After an expression of dissent by the shareholder the proceedings

CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND 


CHINA. 
An extraordinary meeting was held at the London Tavern on the 19th 
inst, Vir. MitcHeLt, M.P., in the chair, for the purpose of declaring an 





interim dividend for the half-year ending the 30th June last. 
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‘The Cuarnman said that, in conformity with their usual custom, the 
directors had abstained from submitting any statement of accounts to the 

reholders. On this occasion it would have been very difficult—indeed, 
it would have been impossible to prepare a perfectly accurate balance- 
sheet until all the bankrupt estates in which they were interested had been 
wound up, and all the properties upon which they held hypothecation had 
been sold. On the last two occasions when he had met the shareholders, 
India was passing through the crisis which had lately fallen upon it, and 
he had recommended that a reserve of £22.000 should be made from their 
‘ways and means, in order to meet the losses which they estimated had then 
been incurred. Since the last meeting the crisis had passed away ; but it 

been very severe. He was not there to invite any invidious com- 
parisons between themselves and their neighbours ; but he might at least 
say that he believed they had not fared worse than any other bank in the 
East. As nearly as the board could calculate, their losses had not been 
severe enough torender it necessary to advise the withholding ofa dividend, 
(Cheers.) By the terms of their charter, they were forbidden knowingly 
to trench upon the amount of their capital (£800,000), and they had not 
done that; but unquestionably a serious inroad had been made upon the 
reserved fund of the bank. Their losses had originated entirely with their 
branches. So far as he knew, no bad debts had been made at hume; but 
the losses at Bombay, Calcutta, and Shanghai had been serious. He made 
no charge of dishonesty against their agents at those places; but he did 
charge them with culpable neglect, remissuess, and disobedience of orders. 
Two of them—the agents at Bombay and Calcutta—had already ceased {0 
be in the service of the company; and a successor had been sent out to 
supersede the one at Shanghai. Such had been the culpable remissness 
of their agent at Bombay in one nce, that it was possible, nay, 
Pibable, that they might come upon his sureties, "The losses in that city 
ad been severe, but so also had been ihe crisis—indeed, no such crisis 
had perhaps occurred since the famous South Sea Bubble. It had been 
‘caused partly by British and parily by native speculators; and it had eul- 
minated in all kinds of frantic projects which had led to enormous losses, 
for many of those speculations (including a number of new banks) bad 
failed. “To give some idea of what had taken place he mixht quote t 
price of stock ia the Bank of Bombay. On the 1oth of January last it } 
stood at 275 premium, and on the 2nd of June it was at 2 discount. 
(Hear, hear.) "That, be it remembered, was a State bank, the Govern- 
ment being interested in it to the extent of one-third of its capital. 

‘A Voice: What is the price now ? 

Mr. Mitciret.t: Sixty-five premium ; but he could assure the meeting 
that the prices he had read were correct. (Hear, hear.) With respect to 
Calcutta he hed not much to say, At Shanghai their losses had been in- 
curred in some respects fairly enough ; but in the case of some houses 
which had since fiiled, he had no hesitation in saying that the agents of 
this company had allowed it to become the vietims of a juggle. The 
houses in question were well known. They were houses of high repute, 
and the agent of the bank had let them have drafts at 15 days on Hong 
Kong, and had taken in exchange bills for GU days. The consequence was 
that the bank was ‘¢in” for 000, and he must say that their agent had 
been guilty of most culpable rashness. (Cheers.) He believed, however, | 
that now the crisis had passed aw the confidence the bank had enjoyed 
remained unimpaired; and he did not see why it should not rei 
its operations with results as favourable as before. (Hear, hear.) It was 
probable that there would be no recurrence of the crisis for man 
years to come; and he could only hope that when it did come again their 
Agents would meet it with more judgment and diseretion. (Caeers.) He 
begged to move that an interim dividend at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum, free of income-tax, be declared, payable on and after the 25th 
inst. (Cheers.) As he had said before, their reserve had been severely | 
trenched upon, and they must take steps to replace it, Me eould not, 
therefore, hold out any hore of a larger dividend, at all events, for the 
next half-year.

However, they ed to scramble 
upon the seats, and managed to retain their position ia the dilapidated 
vehicle until they were salely deposited at the Egyptian Hall. 

New Dancers in THE Cutna Seas.—Captain Richer, of the shi 
Immacul‘e Conception, recently arrived at Havre, reports:—* I think it 
right, in the interest of navigators, to give information of a danger I dis- 
covered in the channel which separates the Pescadores Islands from the 
Western Coast of Formosa, in the Chinese seas, The danger consists in 
a very extensive line of breakers, on which the sea beats with great fury. 
It is situated, according to close observations taken at the moment we 
perceived it, in 23 deg. 47 min. 50 sec. north latitude, and 117 deg. 42 
min, 10 sec. east longitude, from Paris, The Erglish and French charts 
I possessed make no mention of the danger, with the exception of the 
English one of Imray and Son, which records danger at a distance of 
twenty-five miles, and fifteen miles more to the north, but does so doubt- 
fully.” The breakers referred to are very dangerous, for they stand almost 
in the middle of the passage between the Pescadores Islands and the West 
Coast of Formosa, and this passage is almost unknown.” 

Rattways axp TeLecrarus In Cutxa.—The France, Paris jour- 
nal, says that the ** Chi f the Bureau of Sciences and Arts of Peking"™ 
has made a favourable report on the question of railways, This curious 
document, we are tuld, pronounces steam to be without danger for the 
population, and says that the establishment of railways may be authorised 
without inconveniznce, It is therefore expected, says the writer in ques- 
tion, that concessions for several lines of railway will shortly be made to 
Kuropean compa As to the electric telegraph between Peking and 
St. Petersburg, he adds, it is expected that it will be terminated in four 
or five years.

Thero has been considerable activity in the silver-market, 
owing to the demand for India, During the whole of the 
present month upwards of £1,200,000 will have been sent 
to Bombay and Calcutta, chiefly the former, of which about 
three-fourths will have becu shipped via Marseilles. ‘The 
ergagements for the next Bombay mail, cia Marseilles, 
which is to sail on the 5th of November, are already 
large, and it may be expected that over half a million sterling 
will be taken out by that opportunity. ‘The price has advanced 
to 614d, both from here ard from Marseilles. There appears 
to have been alarge stock of silver in France, or the rise would 
have been more decided. 

The biddings for £230,000 in bills on India took place 
at the Bank of England. ‘The proportions allotted were— 
to Calcutta, £98,200; to Madras, £41,800 ; and to Bombay, 
£90,000, The minimum price was, as before, 1s, 114d. on 
Calentta and Madras, and lg. 114d. on Bombay. Tenders on 
Caloutta and Madras at 1s. 112d. will receive about 47 per 
cent., avd on Bombay at 23, about 19 per cent.
